Side Line for Farmers. 

Why should not farmers have a side 
line? Many of the most successful com- 
mercia] travelers carry a side line and 
to 
their regular business. The National 
Cotton Association, which was organized 
at Shereveport, La, December, 1904—re- 
cently merged into the Southern Cotton 
Association—had a splendid motto: ‘“Di- 
versification—something to _ sell every 
day. That is the story in a nut shell. 

Largely, pumpkin culture has gone out 
of custom. @ few are grown for home 
use. When a small boy, I have seen 
twenty to thirty carts a day on the 
streets of Augusta filled to over- 
flowing with pumpkins produced on the 
Savanmah river swamp lands. They sold 
at $f per cart load and were usually 
fed to stock—especially to milch cows. 
Now and then a person would purchase 
a choice one for use at home, being 
made in pie or pumpkin chips. 

If there has been a cart load of pump- 
kins on the Augusta merket since i865 
it escaped my attention. 

But pumpkins aside, there are several 
varieties of large, and somewhat by ex- 
aggeration, luscious squashes, They an- 
swer the double purpose of a table dish 
and food for the milch cow. Gather 
when just past the strictly green state, 
sliced and nicely fried they are far 
superior im flavor to the popular egg 
plant. 

I have experimented with the Hubbard 
squash. It gave in every particular most 
satisfactory results. The Hubbard is 
prolific and ripens at 6 to 10 pounds 
each. Harvested when fully ripe and 
carefully stored in house or dry cellar 
they will keep through winter and spring 
and are daily at command for table use 
or as stock food. 

Break the ground deep—suppose you 
try an acre this year—harrow clean and 
level, check ten feet each way. Put in 
each check a fork full of well rotted 
stable manure and add 300 pounds of a 
commercial fertilizer, rich in- acid phos- 
phate, and potash, or apply 600 pounds 
per acre of a fertilizer rich in the three 
elements, 7:4:5 goods will answer. Cul- 
tivate as you do watermelons. Soon as 
plants are up thin to @ stand of two at 
each check. Watch the bugs. Prepare 
against them. Dust the plants three 
times a week, late in the afternoon, with 
land plaster or begin to spray with 
bordeaux mixture. Give the same close 
attention to the crop you are accustomed 
to give to your melon crop; you will be 


richly rewarded. 
If you be desirous to see just what 


phosphoric acid, 60 pounds of nitrogen 
and i30 pounds Of potash, piant food. 
This contemplates 800 pounds of -dis- 
solved rock, 300 pounds of sulphafe 
ammonia ang 260 pounds muriate of 
potash. This* constitutes a balanced ra- 
tion that wiil beautifully and remuner- 
atively round up the crop.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 


ON. L. M. BRAND, mayor 
H Lawrenceville, who was in the city 

yesterday, stated briefly the staus 
of what is known as the Lawrenceville 
jug law case which is attracting just 
now so much attention throughout Geor- 
gia. 

“The status of the Lawrenceville 
whisky ordinance,” said he, “is simply 
this: Lawrenceville and Gwinnett coun- 
ty are prohibition territories. Rose & 
Co., of Atlanta, were shipping jugs of 
whisky to Lawrenceville every day of 
the week, including Sunday, and the peo- 
ple wanted it stopped. As mayor of 
Lawrenceville I drafted the ordinance 
which was enacted with the view of 
checking this nuisance. The ordinance 
does not prevent liquor being shipped 
there, but imposes a license for the 
privilege. The express and railroad com- 
panies submitted to the ordinance and 
declined to carry any more liquor into 
the town. They refused to take out the 
license prescribed. They found public 
sentiment in the town back of the or- 
dinance ‘and its purpose and the com- 
panies are now willing to obey it. Rose 
& Co. filed a mandamus against the ex- 
press company to compel it tO <carry 
the firm’s shipments of liquor to Law- 
renceville. The case was set for April 
15, but I do not know when it will be 
tried. 

“Lawrenceville is not a party to the 
suit, but, of course, is deeply interested. 
No whisky has been shipped there since 
the ordinance became «a law. If the 
courts do not hold it valid the prohibi- 
tion communities of Georgia will doubt- 
less appeal to the general assembly for 
legislation authorizing the enactment by 
prohibitiom communities of such ordi- 
nances or to enact some general haw like 
that in South Carolina which -smakes the 
place of delivery the place of sale. I am 
convinced the officials of the express 
company do not care to handle this jug 
business and will not do so unless com- 
pelied by law. Judging by the many in- 
quiries we are receiving from other com- 
munities in the state there is a very

The ordinance committee will also have 
for consideration today a measure which 
regulates the hacks of the city, which 
divides them into first cla&Bs and sec- 
ond class hacks, and which provides a 
scale of prices to be charged by them.

After eighteen years there is now 2 
possibility that the disputed boundary line 
; between Georgia and Tennessee across 
Lookout Mountain may be settled. 

Governor Terre!) yesterday received a 
sommunication from Governor Cox, of 
Tennessee, Stating that the Tennessee 
legislature, which has just adjourned, 
had passed an act providing for the ap- 
Pointment of three commissioners to meet 
& like number from Georgia and run 
the disputed boundary line between Dade 
county, Georgia, and Hamilton and Ma- 
rion counties, Tennessee. This disputed 
boundary line runs right across Lookout: 
Mountain. 

It was way back in 1887 that the tjeor- 
Sia legislature passed a similar bi!! pro- 
viding for the appointment of three com- 
missioners, and making an appropriation 
tO pay the expenses of the work. This 
&ppropriation was not used within the 
time required: by law and of course re- 
verted into the genera] fund in the tre4s.- 

Governor Cox informed Governor Ter- 
tell that he was ready to appoint the com- 
missioners for Tennessee at any time 
that would be agreeable to Georgia. 
Governor Terrell has written to Repre- 
sentative W. W. Cureton and Ordinary 
William O. Reese, of Dade county, ask- 
ing them if there is any immediate ne 
cessity for having this boundary line 
dispute settled. If there is, he will 
make the appointments at once and trust 
to the legislature to make an appropria- 
tion to pay the expenses of the commis- 
sion. If there is no immediate hurry, he 
Will await the meeting of the general 
assembly and lay the matter before it for 
watever action it may deem proper, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that an ap- 
propriation will be needed to pay the ex- 
penses of the work.

By a display of rare work in the 


pinches, Georgia won. Her victory was 
due to the “never give up’’ spirit of the 
Georgia men, who knowing that they 
were beaten on paper by the Emory ath- 
letes, fought all the harder to show the 
folly of trying to judge the finish of a 
match by comparative records, 

Time and time again yesterday after- 
noon it appeared that Georgia was hope- 
lessly beaten, and at times her friends 
and suporters admitted defeat. Not so 
with the Georgia men, who were in the 
fight. 

The final score was as follows: 
gia, 47; Emory, 39, and Tech, 22. 

From a managerial standpoint, the field 
sports were a failure. In the first place, 
the meet was not properly advertised, and 
as a result the crowd at the park ‘could 
have been counted by any one desiring 
that kind of exercise. : 

In the second place, the mect began at 
$:30. o'clock, and those unfortunate to 
stay to the finish reached town at 8 
o’clock last night.

Some of 
these advices told of damage by rust in 
Missouri and Illinois; others told of dam- 
age by Hessian fly in Nebraska, and still 
others of a lack of rain in Kansas. An 
advance of 9c a bushels in the price ot 
wheat at Budapest during the past few 
days was said to be due to a drought in 
the Danubian provinces. This furnished 
acditional incentive throughout the ses- 
sion, but demand far exceeded the supply.

The 
statement showed a decrease of 2,194,000 
bushels in the visible.
